Committee Likely to Report Majority 
and Minority Proposi- 
tions. 


If the committee on Jocal transportation 
is as industrious today as it ciaims it will be.

eounel] committees always do not keep their 
good resolutions in the matter ot expediting 
business. 

The plan is to introduce both the franchise 
ordinances, recommended by the majority cf 
the committee, and the mayor's Mueller 
certificate ordinance,” framed by the minor- 
ity. There is a hitch, however. over the form 
the latter will take, which will have to be 
settled this morning. 

The minority has asked that the mayor’s 
ordinance be given precedence over those of 
the majority, in that the council should be 
asked to pass it before the referendum at the 
spring election, while the ffanchise ordi- 
nances should simply be considered in the 
committee of the whole, and the question 
whether they are to be finally passed decided 
by the result of that referendum. 

This the majority of the committee has re- 
fused to grant, It takes the groynd both 
measures should be treated exactly alike, 
beth be put in form in the committee of the 
whole and both held up until the people by 
direct vote can decide which one they pre- 
fer. What the minority has to Gecide today 
is whether it will agree to this or present 
the Mueller certificate ordinance” to the 
council in the form of a minority report and 
try to get the entire body to pass it in spite 
of the recommendation of the majority. 

If this latter course is decided on, all that 
can de done with the mayor's ordinance to- 
night is to present it and have it deferred 
and published.

„We destre national legislation in regard to 
these subjects, and that will come perhaps 
after a long and bitter contest. In the mean- 
time, however, we sincerely hope to see every 
western state ec laws upon these mat- 
ters. 

We are aware of the power of the great- 
est trust in the world,’ but during the present 
year we have seen a striking iliustration of 
what the people ean do when they want to, 
and never before in the hietory of the United 
States has public opinion been so thoroughly 
awakened upon these questions as it is today.. 

In addition to the letters addressed to the 

governors and members of the legislatures, 
letters have been sent all over the United 
States to independent refiners, Independent 
oil dealers, and to citizens generally, asking 
them to use their influence with their legis- 
lative representatives or with their congress- 
men to gét some relief from the MWesent op- 
pressive rate situation. 
The committee is also preparing a memorial 
to go to the president and the commissioner 
of corporations showing that as long as pres- 
ent conditions exist it is absolutely impos- 
sible for refiners or producers to sell oll out- 
side the boundaries of the state of Kansas, 
whereas the Standard Oil company enjoys 
privileges which enable it to sell oil in every 
part of the United States at a tremendous 
profit. 


Standard Still Up to Old Trick. 
The producers and refiners expect to be 
able to show to the president and the com- 
missioner of corporations that the Standard 
is still practicing in the west the tricks which 
have been exposed in Pennsylvania, that it 
fs still sprinkling the tank cars of the in- 
dependents with crude oil, reporting them to 
the railroads as leaking, and delaying the 
delivery of the car for several days, if not 
tor weeks. 

They also aim to show that the Standard 
is still stealing barrels and cans at the vari- 
ous depots and using them to the disad- 
vantage ot the independents. That the 
Standard is still using false gauges to dem- 
onstrate to dealers that the independents 
are gelling barrels short of reported weight 
is another of the tricks 1 Wee to demon-

Young American Women Tourists Ex- 
pelled Because Official Overheard 
Their Remarks About the Emperor.

Cleveland, O, Dec. 3. [Special. I-Dalgas 
Ignatz, a foréigner, is Insane as the result of 
taking his first bath in five years. He was 
found in Wade park in October, arrested for 
vagrancy, fined $25 and costs, arid sentenced 
to thirty days in the workhouse. - Arriving at 
the prison, Ignatz was bathed. The shock 
was so great that he immetwiately lost his 
mind. Gradually he grew worse, and, becom- 
ing a raving maniac, was removed to the 
padded cell in the county jail.

“The porter assured me, however, that 
my troubles were mild compared with his. 
Practically all his tipe are cut off and his 
pay is merely nominal. The porters are

George W. McCaskrin today closed up every 
saloon in Rock Island. His action followed 
the confiscation of slot machines and raid- 
ing of disorderly resorts last week.

and will be employed in the service of the 
ambassador. These men were specially 
selected, and in case of trouble d.ey will be 
able to guard the embassy and Americans 
who may seek refuge within its walla. 

The navy department denied today that 
men had been sent from the Minneapolis and 
the state department insisted it would not 
request anything of the kind, because the 
Russian government would be disposed to 
resent the entrance of foreign sailors orma, 
rines. In fact, that the government would 
be within its rights if it refused admission 
to armed men. Should it authorize the 
United States to take measures to protect 
ite own embassy the other powers would 
demand a like privilege, and the situation of 
the Russian capital would resemble that of 
Peking, where a formidable force of foreign 
marines has been maintained.

RUSSIAN NAVAL ‘OFFICERS GRANT, 
REQUEST OF CREWS. 


Sailors’ Request for Release of Work- 
man Charged with Distributing 
Revolutionary Decuments Acceded 
To--Military Authorities at St. Pe- 
tersburg Preparing Repressive 
Measures—Officers at Tszarkoe-Selo 
to Refuse to Order Men to Fire. 


PARIS, Dec. 3.—Undated dispatches from 
St. Petersburg arriving by way of Eydtkuh- 
nen, Hast Prussia, give the following infor- 
mation: 

There is the greatest excitement among the 
sailors and the authorities have ordered the 
disarmament of the warships. The officers. 
‘fearing a mutiny, acceded to the demand of 
the sailors for the release of a workman who 
was arrested while distributing revolutionary 
proclamations. 

Soldiers and sailors are driving about the 
streets creating disturbances. Many quar- 
ters of the city are dangerous after night- 
fall, owing to an increase in the number of 
unruly characters. 

The correspondent of the Journal at St. 
Petersburg sends the text of a further revo- 
lutionary manifesto issued yesterday (Sun- 
day) in reply to the expressed intention of the 
government to return to repressive measures. 
The manifesto says: 

“ The government continues to defy a peo- 
ple now on the road to Hberty where nothing 
can stop it. All police measures and the 
armed intervention of troops can only result 
in sanguinary conflicts for which the govern- 
ment will be responsible.“ 

The correspondent says animated discus- 
sions are proceeding at Tsarskoe Selo, the 
emperor favoring the granting of concessions

The national day of mourning in memory 
of the Jews who were massacred in Rus- 
ela recently, will be observed in Chicago this 
afternoon and evening by special services, 
which will be held in thirty-five of the syna- 
gogues of the city. The meetings will be 
attended by about 20,000 Jews of Chicago 
and it is expected that greater sympathy 
for the stricken people of Russia will be 
awakened as a result. The services also 
will be marked by prayers of thanksgiving 
over the fact that the $100,000 mark for the 
relief fund has been passed. 

The afternoon exercises will begin at 2 
o'clock. At every synagogue, à prayer es- 
pecially composed for the day, will be said. 
In the evening, one of the principal meetings 
will be held at Isaiah temple. 


Relief Fund Reaches $100,000. 

Yesterday several hundred dollars were 
added to the subscription list and M. E 
Greenebaum, the treasurer, stated that the 
amount of contributions would go far be- 
yond $100,000. On Saturday the fund was 
$90,986.81. To this amount was added yes- 
terday $3,462.41, which was collected on the 
west side. The total fund now is $108,449.22. 


To Complete Fund Dec. 12. 

The benefit at the Auditorium Dec. 12 will 
be the final event in the ralsing of the funds. 
This entertainment is receiving the united 
support of all Chicagoans. Treasurer 
Greenebaum states that the demand for tick- 
ets already is greater than had been antici- 
pated.

HAVANA, Dec. 8.—The collapse of the lib- 

eral revolution against the Cuban govern- 
ment appears to have been due primarily to 
the conviction of the leaders that the United 
States would not take a joke. 

Persons prominent in the councils of the 
Uberal party consulted an American official 
to-find out if, after the agitation reached a 
certain point, Washingon would interfere 
sending three or four regiments to preserve 
peace.

This announcement broke the last hope of 
some of those whose notion had been that 
they could get intervention to assist them in 
crushing the Palma administration. 


Plans Soon Prove a Farce. 


Another discouraging point to the would- 
be revolutionists was that all the suspected 
here were watched so closely that, with the 
telegraphs and mails in the hands of the 
government, they could do little. An in- 
opportune downpour of rain drove those who 
had taken to the mountains back to shelter 
and the attack on the government resulted 
in a farce. 

The future plans of the liberal party have 
not been made public.

Meets Rhodes in Africa. 


Aceording to the story told by the letter the 
writer is an Italian who, after various vicia- 
situdesa in earning a living in Europe, was sent 
by his employer to South Africa to assist in 
the selection of diamonds. After arriving in 
Cape Colony he made the acquaintance of 
Cecil Rhodes, and by the consent of his em- 
ployer went to work for the magnate. 

Leaving him in after years, he fell in with 
Barney Barnato, and went with him to the 
diamond fields at Kimberley. Here he fell 
in with another man, whose name he does 
not give. For several years he lived with a 
friend. The latter was a bachelor, and the 
two men lived alone and engaged in dealing 
in diamonds.

EXRIRES AT CAMBRIDGE: MASS. 


Death of Author of “Familiar Quota- 
tions” Removes Interesting Charac- 
ter from University Town. 


Boston, Mass., Dec, §.—[{Special.]—John 
Bartlett, the publisher and author of Bart- 
lett's Familiar Quotatiens"’ and Shaks- 
peare Concordance,” died at his home, 165 
Brattle street, Cambridge, tonight, aged 85. 
He had lived in Cambridge nearly seventy 
years. 

When 16 years old he secured a position in 
the University bock store. Bartlett's book 
store later became the headquarters of all 
the professors and students of Harvard, who 
cared particularly forliterature. Hereevery 
day occurred friendly bouts among young and 
old scholars, and Bartlett was often called 
on to settle disputes. 

He grew proud of the reputation that he 
had secured and determined after a time to 
keep a commonplace book and let no quota- 
tion escape. 

His book grew as time went on, hig author- 
ity in the matter of quotations was estab- 
lished beyond dispute. He published Fa- 
miliar Quotations in 1856. Its first edition 
consisted of 1,000 copies, but the edition was 
exhausted in less than three months. Since 
that time there have been published many 
editions of the work, and thousands and 
thousands of copies have been printed. The

Few Cigaret Smokers Found. 

From an inspection of the prisoners made 
yesterday afternoon by a TRIBUNE reporter, 
it would appear that the form and extent 
of cigaret smoking in the jail are not alarm- 
ing. The prisoners were observed at the 
time they emerged from their cells for the 
afternoon period of exercise in the central 
courts. As they filed out almost every man 
was smoking, some pipes, some cigars, and 
some cigarets, which they rolled as they 
walked. Of the total number of inmates, 
forty-two were smoking cigarets, none of 
whico was of the manufactured variety, 

1 don’t see what “objection the jury could 
have to our elgarets,“ said @ prisoner. “1 
roll the same tobacco into a cigaret that 1 
smoke in my pipe. We're not allowed to 
have Turkish cigarets or any other manu- 
factured kind.“ 


Guard Tells of Precautions. 
The truth of the remark was vouched for 
by the guard. 

We inspect every package that enters 
the jail,"’ said the official. “ If we find man- 
ufactured cigarets or cigaret papers, we re- 
move them before the package goes to the 
prisoner. But, of course, clgars and smoking 
tebacco and pipes are allowed, and somehow 
the prisoners get hold of cigaret papers. A 
prisoner's lawyer may bring him some pa- 
pers and he'll supply the rest of the prison- 
ers during the exercise hour.“

The act is to be changed so as to put 
these bonds upon the same footing, with ref- 
erence to their use as a deposit for bank circu- 
lation, as the 2 per cents of the Spanish war; 
otherwise they will not sell at par. 

The house passed a bill at the last session 
known as the Hepburn pure food bill. Inmy 
judgment this is an important measure.

upon a 8 per cent basis, in which cage v~!- 
uations shall be made upon the same basis 
with Interest at the rate of 8 per cent per 


annum. 

“The bill provides for the securities in 
which the assets of a life insurance com- 
pany may be invested. This section has for 
its object greater security and instant re- 
turns for the investment of funds paid in by 
policy holders. 

The bill fully provides for the complete

Special Session of Wisconsin Lawmak- 
ers to Be Made Source of Inquiry 
Into How Certain Oorporations in 
Milwaukee Operate as Regards Each 
Other and How They Pay Taxes, if 
the Badger Executive Has His 
Way. 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 3.—[Special.)—Gov. La 
Follette’s message to the special session of 
the legislature which meets t- week not 
only will be one of the longest ever written 
by him, but will be one of the most sensa- 
tional. In addition to demanding the 
strengthening of the new railroad rate law 
@ new departure will be the recommendation 
of the investigation of the big moneyed in- 
terests of Milwaukee, the Northwestern Mu- 
tual Life Insurance company, the Milwaukee 
Street railway company, and others with a 
view to determining not only how they are 
paying their taxes, but in what relation they 
stand to one another. 


To Go After Insurance Companies. 

Additional legislation relative to insurance 
companies will be urged in the light of the 
eastern investigations. Another sweeping 
recommendation said to be incorporated in 
the mesage is for the abolition ofthe circle 
at the top of the Australian ballot which 
permits a voter to vote the entire party ticket 
with one mark. The governor is said to 
favor individual voting and will ask an im- 
portant amendment to the primary election 
law, the exact nature of which is not known.

“Club women have a good quality of chil- 
dren,” was the way Mrs. Catherine Waugh 
McCulloch put it. She has four. She does 
not believe, however, that President Roose- 
velt nor any one else should say how many 
children a woman ought to Rave. 

Mrs. C. F. Millspaugh, recently elected 
president of the Cook County League. of 
Women’s Clubs, has one child. She said: 

„The writer makes the average age of a 
club woman 33 years. That is not correct in 
Chicago. Here the average age is 40 years 
outside of a few clubs devoted to young 
women and mothers exclusively. Not.more 
than 10 per cent of Chicago’s club women are 
under 40, so they may leave their grown up 
children safely without any thought that 
they will be injured by their absence. It is 
true that the average club woman here ap- 
pears to be under 40, but that is because her 
club interests have had the effect of keeping 
her young looking. 

“If there is anything in this talk of race 
suicide it is not due to women’s clubs, but 
to the increased cost of living and a higher 
standard which makes fathers as well as 
mothers hesitate to raise large families. The 
mother of today, however, is the best mother 
who ever lived and the women’s clubs have 
helped rather than retarded her maternal 
instincts.” 


Secretary to Seek Data. 


Mrs. J. H. Beers, corresponding secretary of 
the Chicago Woman's club, said she was pre- 
paring to mail to each member of the organi- 
zation a blank asking, in addition to other 
things, how many children she had and how 
old they were. 

In the absence of any statistics I fail to 
see how Olga Louise Cadijah can prove her 
point,” said she. She must be some silly 
person who doesn’t know anything about 
club women.“ : 

„ Slight inquiry will show the falsity of the 
assertions made,“ said Mrs. George B. Car- 
penter, president of the Chicago Woman's 
club. Club women have more children than 
ordinary society women. They are continu- 
ally endeavoring to better the condition of 
their children. They are not social climbers, 
Too many social affairs in the Chicago Wom- 
an's club are deprecated by the majority.” 

Mrs. James Frake, president of the state 
federation, said: 

„T Three-quarters of the club women that I 
know have good sized families, and they 
don’t neglest their children, because their 
children are grown up and married and be- 
yond their care. The woman’s club move- 
ment has not been in existence long enough 
to be blamed justly for any decrease in the 
number of children in this country.“ 


FIREMEN HELPLESS AT BLAZE. 


Water Main in Terre Haute, Ind., Bursts 
While Department Is Fighting

Terre Haute, Ind., Dec. 3.—The factory of 
Stahl, Urban & Co., manufacturers of cloth- 
ing, was destroyed by fire tonight.

Milwaukee, Wis., Dec. 3.—[{Special.]—After 
a stubborn fight, in which the prisoner tried 
to shoot tife officers, Detectives Herman 
and Mulholland this afternoon rrested 
Giovanni Alljota, accused of murder. The 
arrest was made in a church at Granville. 
Alliota, half crazed from cold and hunger, for 
a week had been hiding in the woods and 
had gone to the church during service to 
keep warm. Farmers noticed him prowling 
about and notified the sheriff, and. he in 
turn the local police. When the officers ar- 
rived at the church the congregation was 
being dismissed. 

The alleged murderer was coming out and 
was met in the doorway by the police. The 
latter ‘seized him and a flerce struggle en- 
sued. The prisoner tried to reach for his 
pocket, in which he had a loaded revolver 
and about fifty cartridges. When he had 
been overpowered he denied his identity, but 
later admitted he was Alliota. He insisted 
he had not committed murder. 

Alliota about a week ago got into an alter- 
cation with his brother in Little Italy 
because the latter refused longer to support 
him. Alliota then shot his brother and 
sister-in-law, who had sheltered him, and 
then turned the weapon on his 19 months’ old 
nephew.

NEW YORK HAS RARE DISEASE. 


Doctor at Bellevue Hospital, Bitten by 
Rdbbit, Nearly Dies of Fam- 
. ine Fever. 


New York, Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Dr. A. M. 
Pappenheimer, assistant pathologist of Beie- 
vue hospital, has gone through an experi- 
ence of contracting by experimentation one 
of the rarest diseases known in this latitude. 
The case is one of such rarity that it will be 
made the subject of a special paper for the 
information of the American Academy of 
Medicine. 8 

Dr. Pappenheimer was bitten by a rabbit 
which had been inoculated with the blood of 
a patient suffering from “ famine fever” or 
„ relapsing fever,“ and which has been prac- 
tically unknown in New York since 1869. 

*Osler’s Medicine’ describes the disease 
as a febrile condition peculiar to tropical 
climates. The temperature of the patient 
has been known to go as high as 100 and then 
recede to normal without fatal results. The 
percentage of mortality is between 4 and 7, 
but the remarkable part of the disease is the 
apparent complete recovery of the sufferer 
and then his relapse. : 

An ounce of blood was taken from the 
patient’s arm and injected into the arterial] 
system of two rabbits. At the end of the 
seventh day the rabbits exhibited febrile 
symptoms and developed peculiar vicious. 
ness. The rabbits recovered, apparently, as 
did the man, and then relapsed. 

While examining the pupil of the eye of one 
of the rabbits Dr. Pappenheimer was n!pped 
on the hand. Nine days after he was bitten 
he showed symptoms similar to those in the 
rabbit and in the human patient. 

The fever, contracted second hand, as it 
were, was milder, but it was a true form of 
the “relapsing type. The patient, who lost 
twenty-five pounds in weight in the hospitai, 
was discharged as cured in October. Dr. 
Pappenheimer is recovering.

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MOTHER'S MURDER 


Frank Krouzek Shoots Mrs.

THEN ENDS HIS OWN LIFE. 


Woman’s Rejection of His Wooing

In the presence of her 16 year old daug. ter 
Mrs, Antoinette Liska, 87 years old, was 
shot dead in her residence, 667 Throop street, 
last evening by Frank Krouzek, 40 years 
old, a cigarmaker.

It was learned that Krouzek tried to force 
his attentions upon Mrs. Liska after she had 
learned that he had a wife and two children 
in Bohemia. Many times, her daughter said, 
Mrs. Liska ran from the house to avoid 
Krouzek. At different times, she also as- 
serted, Krouzek and her mother quarreled. 
What their quarrels were about, she said, she 
never could learn. 


Spurned Love Causes Tragedy. 


Mrs. Liska and her daughter were employed 
by the American Harness company, 102 West 
Washington street, as brass polishers by day 
and sewed for neighbors in the evening. Thus 
they were able to maintain themselves. Sev- 
eral requests were made to Krouzek, it 4s 
said, to leave the house, but he refused. 

His body was taken to the county morgue 
by the Canalport avenue police and that of 
Mrs. Liska was left at the house at the re- 
quest of her daughter. An inquest will be 
held tomorrow afternoon.

The speaker exaggerated his percentages a 
little to make the contrast more striking, 
but he was cerrect in his main statement. 
Poverty pays more for the use of money 
than wealth does. :

But there is proportionately more bother and 
_@xpense to the small loan than there is to 

the large one, and, hence, the small borrower 
“has to pay the higher rate. 
It is true that the honest poor man who 
falls into the hands of the loan sharks has 
to pay exorbitant rates of interest. It 
happens occasionally that the dishonest poor 
man gets the better of the loan sharks, as 
Latin American republics do of the usurers 
with whom they deal. The loan shark’s 
business is a hazardous one, and he insures 
himself against loss by exacting usurious 
1 trom all. 
The poor man who has no collaterals ex-

true of the poor man in a large city. His

liable to nervous debility than dark skinned 
ones, The cases of neurasthenia among the 
light complexioned soldiers in four regi- 
ments in the Philippines were much more 
numerous than among the dark complex- 
ioned. The light skinned officers were in a 
wretched plight, while the dark skinned 
ones were well and contented. Maj. Wood- 
ruff has noticed that of daughters in the 
same families the blondes are often neu- 
rasthenic, while the brunettes have their 
full share of nervous energy. 

Another thing which Maj. Woodruff be- 
lieves has a more important relation to neu- 
rasthenia than has been suspected is light. 
American soldiers in the Philippines have 
suffered terribly from the disease. Not only 
has the number of cases been large but the 
proportion of bad cases has been extraor- 
dinary. Many have resulted in complete 
loss of memory. With the younger men this 
loss generally has been temporary. With 
the older ones it often has been permanent. 
In numerous other instances there has been 
almost complete failure of the power of di- 
gestion. Many victims who have been car- 
ried to the ships at Manila literally starving 
to death have gained from twenty to thirty- 
five pounds before reaching San Francisco. 
Maj. Woodruff thinks the great increase of 
neurasthenia among the soldiers was due to 
their being taken directly from under the 
comparatively clondy skies of the United 
States to the tropical sunshine of the Philip- 
pines. He finds corroboration for his opin- 
jon in statistics showing that the death rate 
from neurasthenia in this country is largest 
under the blazing sun of New Mexico and 
Arizona and smallest in the extreme north- 
west, where there are clouds 75 per cent 
of the year. 

The facts cited suggest the interesting 
question: To what degree has the preva- 
lence of neurasthenid in the United States 
been due to the circumstance that most of 
its inhabitants. or their forbears have been 
fair skinned immigrants from the north of 
Europe who have found here a brighter 
clime than they or their ancestors were 
accustomed to in their native lands? And 
if this has been one of the causes of the 
disease, will not the enormous influx of olive 
skinned men and women from sunny Italy 
prove a partial remedy? Maj. Woodruff has 
furnished some material for curious specu- 
lation and given a welcome, even though 
temporary, relief from the overworked the- 
ory of American overwork. 


RAILROAD REBATES. 

I believe,” said the late Collis P. Hant- 
ington, that $100,000,000 would hardly pay 
the additional expense entailed by the ex- 
penditures made in New York for railroad 
offices, employés, etc., which are made nec- 
essary under the present system in order to 
solicit and compete for business for the dif- 
ferent railroads.” Rebates are an incident 
of this expensive competitive warfare among 
railroads for business. This is the moral of 
Ray Stannard Baker’s article on the sub- 
ject in the current McClure’s. 

To start with, Mr. Baker emphasizes the 
fact that railways are highways.” Like 
other highways they are supported by taxes 
levied on the community, but the collection 
of these railroad taxes is farmed out to char- 
tered operating companies. The cry 
arises,” however, “ from every part of the 
country that the railroad baron doe not 
tax fairly and equally—he is charged with 
secretly paying back part of the taxes to his 
rich favorites by a device called ‘ the re- 
bate.’” This rebate may be granted by the 
railroad as a bid against its rivals for busi- 
hess, and a rival in turn may underbid it 
for the same or other business. The natural 
result is that the few firms which secure the 
rebates—the essence of which is that they 
are secured by only a few—gradually kill off 
competitors in their line. Thus the rebate 
is one great factor in producing trusts. 

The Elkins law forbids rebates, and the 
railroad representatives appearing before 
the senate committee last spring reiterated 
the assertion that rebates practically had 
disappeared. Mr. Baker, however, contrasts 
with these assertions not only the wide- 
spread claim that rebates still persist~un- 
der a conspiracy of secrecy—but with the 
conviction last September of five Chicago 
packers for receiving rebates, and particu- 
larly with the results brought out by Gov. 
La Follette's recently completed investiga- 
tion of railroad taxation in Wisconsin. 

That investigation—which, according to 
Mr. Baker, has been the cause of the ter- 
rific political struggle” in Wisconsin—was 
authorized by the legislature in 1903. It has 
been conducted by experts who have gone 
direct to the books of the companies. Be- 
fore the work began the railroad men de- 
nied rebating. Investigation resulted in a 
claim on the part of the state for $420,000 
for back taxes, and incidentally disclosed 
the fact that from 1897 to 1903 the railroads 
paid to shippers in Wisconsin about $7,000,- 
000 in illegal rebates, the larger part being 
on interstate business and so forbidden by 
the Elkins law. It showed also that, while 
such rebates did not decrease when the El- 
kins law went into effect in February, 1903, 
but increased instead, they almost ceased 
when this investigation began eight months 
later. The indication is, however, that they 
then took on other forms. 

The forms are many. Aside from eash 
payments, private car contracts, and mid- 
night rates, rebates may consist in a special 
commission to a shipper on his business, in 
an exaggerated salary to a traffic agent, in 
underweighing, in waiving cartage, transfer, 
or storage charges, in special“ hektograbh 
tariffs,” in passenger passes for traveling 
men. The competition thus of the railroad 
for traffic, of the shipper for rate conces- 
sions,” and of both for “ dividends,” sus- 
tains this system of favoritism, with its dis- 
regard of law and its blighting atmosphere 
of suspicion and cynicism. 

** Whom shall we blame?’ asks Mr. Baker. 
Not every individual act in this complicated 
process is ordered by the superior officers 
and owners. Indeed they may know noth- 
ing of these acts—which are likely to be the 
devices of the “skirmish line.” But “ the 
generals up in Wall street who demand div- 
idends,” defend secrecy,” and finally get 
the profits are the mem whom he holds 
and reasonably so—chiefly accountable for 
rebating.

Were the report con- 
fined to the abstract question of illiteracy 
it would not attract much attention, for we 
have been having such reports for years, and 
they have passed unheeded. and rapidly 
found their way to the second hand book 
shops or the paper mills. But when one of 
these reports states in that concise and ac- 
curate manner characteristic of etatistics 
that inability to read or write English or 
any other language is less among women 
from the ages of 10 to 24 years than among 
men between those ages then is it not time 
that males under 10 years should be hus- 
tled off the streets into schoolhouses, and 
males over 24 years should rub their eyes in 
astonishment and wake up, to the necessity 
of action, and males between 10 and 24 
years of age should give less time to foot- 
ball, baseball, tennis, golf, theaters, races, 
and amusements in general, and more time 
to education in all its departments as al- 
leged to be pursued in schools and universi- 
ties? Is it not time that there should be all 
star teams in the classics, sciences, and 
ologies as well as in baseball and football? 

The report further solemnly declares that 
“changes which are now in progress point 
to the coming of a time when females of all 
ages will be less illiterate than males.“ This 
certainly implies that girls are now out- 
stripping boys in acquiring eduéation and 
that at the present mutual rate of progress 
a definite time can be fixed when women 
will know more than men. Are not the dark 
and sinister designs of women now apparent 
to thoughtless men? Can they not see that 
while during the nineteenth century woman 
was striving for equality with man, in the 
twentieth century she is not satisfied with 
that slight achievement but is aiming at 
superiority to man? Knowledge is pow- 
er,” and once woman knowe more than man 
she will exercise the superiority of power 
gained by the superiority of knowledge in a 
manner which will vindicate her present 
claims and compensate for the wrongs of 
the tyrant man during centuries past.

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ADRID is the scene at the present 
moment of a lawsuit which throws a 


who demands a sum of $12,000 from the 
. monarch for damage done to one of his bal- 
loons. It seems that on the occasion of the 
aeronautic tournament, held some time ago 
at Madrid, at which the king was present, he 
jumped into his automobile as soon as the 
balloons had started and proceeded to follow 
them on terra firma with the object of wit- 
nessing their descent. That of Fernandez 
Duro came to earth safely in a field, and the 
aeronaut, anchoring the balloon, betook him- 
self to a farmhouse visible in the distance 
for the purpose of securing assistance and 
of hiring a wagon and horses to convey the 
balloon back to madrid. 

Meanwhile the king and his A. D. C. ar- 
rived upon the scene. Finding the balloon 
abandoned and still inflated, Don Alfonso 
jumped inte its car, and immediately began 
to throw out the bags of sand constituting 
the ballast. To his aid de camp, who remon- 
strated with him, he announced his intention 
of availing himself of this long looked for 
opportunity of indulging in a balloon ascen- 
sion, his mother and his ministers having 
prevented him from fulfilling his intention 
of taking any part in the tournament earlier 
in the day, horrified at the idea of his going 
up in a balloon even in the care of experienced 
and responsible aeronauts. The balloon, re- 
lieved of its ballast, was straining on the 
anchor and mooring ropes, and the king, who 
had drawn his sword, was just preparing to 
cut them therewith, when the aid de camp, 
realizing that it was a case for desperate 
measures, drew his saber in turn and without 
losing a moment proceeded to slash the silk 
envelope of the balloon in every direction, 


the escaping gas, of course, increasing the 


rents and reducing the balloon to such a 
condition that any further notion of an 
ascent was out of the question. 

— 


The young king was at first beside himself 
with rage, and just for a moment there was 
danger that he might raise his sword against 
his aid de camp. He soon quieted down, 
however. For if he is quick tempered, he is 
likewise good hearted, and his anger is always 
quickly oyer. Before the aeronaut had re- 
turned he had become quite reconciled to his 
A. D. C. and they returned to Madrid to- 
gether in the same motor car. 

The king said nothing about the matter, 
fearing trouble with his mother and min- 
isters, and the officer likewise remained silent, 
not wishing to embarrass the king. They 
counted, however, without the aeronaut, and 
the latter being unable to obtain any satis- 
faction for his demands for damages in- 
stituted legal proceedings against the king, 
which, of course, had the effect of bringing 
the whole story to light. 

The action of the aid de camp meets with 
universal approval, and he has been warmly 
thanked by the queen mother and by the 
ministers, who realize that but for his pres- 
ence of mind and courage Spain might to- 
day be without a king, and in the throes of 
anarchy and of another civil war. 

As I have often pointed out before in these 
letters, the office of aid de camp and of gen- 
tleman in waiting to a reigning monarch or 
to a prince of the blood is something con- 
siderably more than that of gilded lackey,” 
as. courtiers of this sort have been so often 
described. The A. D. C. is not only the 
attendant but the guardian and the mentor 
of his royal charge, and if the latter becomes 
involved in any scrape or incurs any danger 
it is the A. D. C., or the gentleman in wait- 
ing, who is held accountable not alone by the 
royal family but also by the government 
and by the nation at large. Had young King 
Alfonso gone up in that balloon alone and 
come to grief—which, in view of his 
ignorance of aerial navigation, would have 
been more than probable—it is his officer in 
waiting who would have been held responsi- 
ble for the harm that befell the king, and 
not only his military career would have been 
at an end but he would likewise have become 
the object of so much popular obloquy and 
social ostracism that he would have had no 
alternative but to expatriate himself or to 
blow out his brains.

Sir Maurice de Bunsen, English knight and 
Prussian baron, who has just been appointed 
British ambassador at Madrid at the age of 
54, not only commenced his diplomatic career 
at Washington but likewise comes from a 
family that owes its“affluence and even its 
eminence to the American house of Astor. 
Its founder was a poverty stricken young 
student of the University of Goettingen, his 
peasant parents experieficing the utmost diifi- 
culty in furnishing him with the necessary 
resources for his studies when by a piece of 
good fortune he was selected to serve as pri- 
vate tutor and traveling companion to young 
Astor, son of the Astor who laid the foun- 
dation of the enormous wealth of the family 
of that name. The couple wandered all over 
Europe together, visiting Goethe, Schopen- 
hauer, and Niebuhr, and when finally young 
Astor returned to New York Bunsen was 
provided for in a financial way for the re- 
mainder of his days, and was able shortly 
after to marry Miss Waddington, aunt of iae 
French statesman and diplomat of that name, 
whose American widow has recently been 
publishing her reminiscences here. 

With the assistance of his friend Niebuhr 
Bunsen entered the diplomatic service of 
Russia, and was for many years Prussian 
minister, first in Rome and then in London. 
Sir Maurice de Bunsen is his grandson, and 
is indebted for his English birth, education, 
and citizenship to the fact that his father, 
Baron George von Bunsen, was subjected to 
so much brutal persecution by Bismarck on 
account of his liberal views that he trans- 
ferred his abode to England, to which he 
was much drawn by the fact that his Wife 
was an English woman, a member of the old 
Norfolk house of Gurney.

Sir Maurice de Bunsen has been but little 
more than a year at Lisbon, and while there 
was not only brought much into contact with 
Queen Alexandraon the occasion of her visit 
to the Portuguese capital, but Nkewise 
achieved considerable success in several deli- 
cate negotiations. 

It is in the nature of an irony of fate that 
this English envoy with a German name and 
of German origin should have constituted at 
Lisbon the principal obstacle to the various 
designs of Germany in connection with Portu- 
gal. These relate not only to the Portu- 
guese possessions in Africa, on which Ger- 
many has long cast a cevetous eye, but alse 
to the island of Madeira, where the Germans 
have been endeavoring to completely oust 
the English. 

Some two years ago a German syndicate, of 
which Prince Frederick of Hohenlohe and his 
younger brother, Count Hermersberg (for- 
merly Prince Hugo Hohenlohe), were the 
leading members, secured a concession from 
the Portuguese government for the erection 
on the island of Madeira of sanatoria, the idea 
being that the latter were destined for on- 
cers and men whose health had been shat-~- 
tered by service in Africa, and also for con- 
sumptives from Germany. The Portuguese 
law of 1903, in virtue of which the concession 
was granted, states that any one constructing 
sanatoria in Madeira and putting so many 
free beds at the disposal of poor patients may 
import the necessary materials duty free 
as long as such material cannot be obtained 
of equally good quality in Portugal. On the 
strength of this the Hohenlohe syndicate 
have erected, not sanatoria but several] 
splendid hotels, where invalids are not al- 
lowed to cross the threshold, also a casino 
and warehouse and office buildings, all of 
the materials being 8 duty free. 


Not content with thts the syndicate some 
time ago, making use of the fiction of sana 
toria, proveeded to make an attempt to ap- 
aia a big tract of land along the West 
Cl, on which the three leading English 
hotels on the island, a number of villas and 
gardens owned by tish residents, and also 
the British cons were situated.

SAYS THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
THWART TALENT OF PUPILS. 


Henry W. Thurston Declares Modern 
Educational Methods Powerless to 
Develop Latent Faculties of Children. 


Henry W. Thurston in an address deliv- 
ered yesterday before the coéperative class 
at the First Congregational church, Evans- 
ton, on the subject, ‘‘ The Problems of the 
Probation Officer,“ said the public schools 
are to blame to some extent for the arraign- 
ment of so many children in the Juvenile 
court. 

The public schools,“ he said, ** force a 
child to follow a certain line of work regard- 
less of his preferences or capabilities, and in 
this way they fail to develop many of the 
latent faculties of the child. I donot believe 
the Juvenile court will be able to perform 
its true function until it says to the public 
school, This is what you failed to do.“ 
Miss Mary McDowell, head of the uni- 
versity settlement, speaking at the South 
Park Avenue Methodist Episcopal church, 
censured citizens of Chicago for their apa- 
thy toward projects for municipal better- 
ment. 

The problem of the nation,“ she said, 
is the problem of the city, and the problem 
of the city is the problem of the children. 
We must have more and more of mother- 
ing by the state—I know it frightens some 
people to hear this said—more of mother- 
ing by the state and more of mothering 
by the city. 

During last August, in the stockyards 
district, little babies died at five times the 
rate on the lane shore. Now, that’s just 
as unfair as it can be. The city only needs 
the public demand for the abolishment of 
these thi@gs. But the public isn’t inter- 
ested enough to demand it.“
